G.S.R. 646(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitu¬ 
tion, the President hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Central Civil Accounts Service 
(Group C) Recruitment Rules, 1978, namely 

1. (1) These Rules may be called the Central Civil 
Accounts Service (Group C) Recruitment (Second 
Amendment) Rules, 1986. 

(2) Save as otherwise provided in these rules, 
they shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Central Civil Accounts Service (Group 
C) Recruitment Rules, 1978,— 

(a) in rule 4,— 

(i) in item (c), in column 2, for the existing 
entry, the entry “Rs. 425-15-500-EB-15- 
560-20-700” shall be substituted ; 

(ii) in item (d), in column (2) for the existing 
entry, the following entries shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely :—

(Ordinary grade) 

(ii) Rs. 775-35-800-40-1000 
' (Selection grade) 

(b) in rule S ,— 

(i) in sub-rule (1), the Note below clause (c) 
shall be deemed to have been omitted witn 
effect from the 1st April, 1986 ; 

(ii) in sub-rule (2), the Note below clause (d) 
shall be deemed to have been omitted with 
effect from 1st April, 1986 ;
